Stierle announced a 5-year
lease agreement with the
City of Torrance for the de-
velopment of Ocean Avenue
sump.

Councilman William Uerk-
witz, a guest at opening day,
said, “It is my hope that in
the not too distant future
Torrance will be host to in-
ternational youth soccer
championships.”

Stierle also pointed out,
“This is indeed a major
milestone in our organiza-
tion's history and gives
some indication of the tre-
mendous job accomplished
by Commissioner Ron Little-
fair and his associates in the
South Bav region

“Our board anticipates
that each of our regions
will make similar progress
within their respective com-
munities in order to bring
about the complete Ameri-
canization of youth soccer,”
he concluded.

Commissioner Littlefair in-
dicated that two full size
fields will be developed on
the 13 - acre site, with park-
ing facilities, stands and a
snack bar included in the
plans.

The project will cost an
estimated $10,000 and com-
munity industry, business as
well as the soccer parents’
organization are expected to
be the major contributors

“We are most grateful to
the Torrance City Council
and the Parks and Recrea-

tion Commission, without
whose guidance and support
our rapid progress would
not have been possible,” de-
clared Littlefair.

AYSO secretary Bill Wol-
stencroft announced that a
65 per cent increase in reg-
istration over last season
has transpired as all re-
gions show a substantial ex-
pansion of their program.
